Ibe Royal Welab Mile Choir received 
a royal welcome here oo tde occailon of 
lie appearance Tuesday Dlgbt a: the 
opening of tbe First I’reebyteilao Church 
Guild'* current eea-oa of ente talc- 
meote. J>eepfi Choate once wrote to 
Conductor William Tbomaa of Treorchy 
Wales, "Come to America, where you 
will create a great aeueatlou. Tbe late 
Queen Victoria beard Mr. Thomas e 
choir and said : ‘‘ Wbat beautiful voices 

they have, and bow delicately they are 
trained.'’ 

The Welsh singers conflimed both of 
the above favorable comments at Tues¬ 
day night's concert. Tde church was 
crowded to Its utmost capacity, and the 
large audience was delighted. The 
Guild entertainment committee usually 
reserves an entertainment of unusual 
excellence for the close of a season s 
programme, but the reverse has prob¬ 
ably been the case this year, for the 
opening entertainment of the current 
season will be difficult to excel.

1900, when tbe 
same ahall become due according to tbe 
ordinance of the town of Bloomfield and 
the rules of Its water department, then 
the lojunotlon shall cease and be void.

Todd Jonas, the pleasing quality of 
whose tenor Imparted much charm to 
hie stDglng of Manrlco’s share tn tbe 
•“ Trovatore " excerpt, delivered the air 
•' Sound an Alarm,” from Handel's 
oratorio, Judas Maccabaeus,” with a 
vocal vigor and a virility la phrasing 
that moved the audience to hearty 
applause. Miss Hall’s voloe Is a mezzo- 
soprano, wnieb ranges low rather than a 
genuine cootralto. It Is agreeable In 
quality, and stie uses It skilfully and 
tastefully. In Hattoo’s "Tbe Enchant¬ 
ress ” and In Crouch’# "Kathleen Ma- 
vourneen " she created a favorable 
Impression

PLAYGROUND QUESTION. 


CHURCH NOTES. 


Taxpayer* Not Enthused Over the 
Proleet—-Popular Demand that P«b- 
lie Scavenger Take Precedence— 
Future Bonding Need* that will 
Have to he Met. 


The public playground purchase propo¬ 
sition that Is to be discussed In publlo 
meeting In Central Hall on Monday night 
does Dot appear to meet with popular 
favor. In view of tbe fact that the towu 
will soon be called on to assume a large 
ehare of the Passaic Valley truuk sewer 
bond Issue, aod that the extension of 
water mains will require an additional 
Issue lu tbe near future, It Is looked 
upon by many people ae 111 advised ac¬ 
tion to create a $10,000 booded Indebted¬ 
ness fer playgtouml 6 . Some people do 
not hesitate tj declare It preposterous 
to bond for playgrounds and baggie ever 
the cost of a garbage collection system. 
That there Is an urgent and Immediate 
Deed of a garbage collection system Is 
apparent oo every hand Tbe neglect to 
provide 'or euch an Important public 
need Is severely criticised. Tbe policy 
la vogue of maklug re'use dumps of va¬ 
cant lots In residential parts of the town 
Is a detriment to development. Such a 
practice depreciates the price of prop¬ 
erty. To tell people who pride them¬ 
selves upon a degree of respectability 
that If they want a bouse here they must 
make bundles of their house refuse and 
then sneak out after dark and throw the 
bundles on a vacant lot next to their 
neighbors, keeps some people away from 
tbe towo. 

People who oomplalD about the prop¬ 
erty adjacent to tbelr homes being used 
as a garbage (lump are told to go to tbe 
Board of Health about It, but without a 
garbage system tbe Board of Health Is 
almost powerless to act. 

It Is tbe aggravation suffered by the 
lack of a publlo scavenger eystem that 
le a cause of much opposition to the 
public playground—opposition that many 
people do not Lieettate to bluntly declare 
that they regard It as nonsense to give 
preference to a public playground and 
continue the present disgraceful state of 
affaire In regard to garbage. Tbe gen¬ 
eral opinion bas been that the reason a 
garbage collection system was not In 
operation was beoause the town could 
not afford It. Some people say that If 
the town cannot afford a garbage aye- 
tern it oanoot afford a playground. It 
has beeQ urged that the playground pro¬ 
position Is In line with the need of tbe 
public schools. The schools, It Is 
claimed, need a playground. This argu- 
oieut Is discounted by calling attention 
to more Important school needs In the 
way of tbe preeelog need of more room 
for study purposes than; for play pur¬ 
poses. The additions being built lo two 
uf tbe schools will be no mote thaa ade¬ 
quate for present Deeds, and further bond 
Issues for school purposes are a cer¬ 
tainty, aud the need Is close at band. 

Another boDd Issue that will meet a 
more pressing need than that of play¬ 
grounds Is the providing of a sewerage 
system for that portlou of the town ad¬ 
joining the Newark city line. The city 
of Newark la now getting out plans for 
the proposed system, and this town has 
been asked to co-operate, and must of 
necessity do so, as Iheie Is oo outfet 
but through the city territory, and sani¬ 
tary needs In the vicinity of tbe city line 
demand that this town co-operate with 
the olty In providing a sewerage system. 

People who are familiar with the situ¬ 
ation of affaire here kDow that the town 
will be confronted with some very seri¬ 
ous propositions In tbe near future, and 
will need to conserve Ita bonding powers 
to meet necessary public needs, such ae 
school room needs, water main exten¬ 
sions and sewer eystem enlargements.

Mary Ztbialakl, aged eighteen years, 
a Polish girl employed sa a domestic lo 
the family of A. B. Terbune of 34 Belle¬ 
ville avenue, was found dead In her room 
on the third floor In tbe Terbune reel- 
denoe about eight o'clock yesterdey 
morning. Tbe girl's death was due to 
asphyxiation from gas. The Terbune 
family went out Thursday night and the 
girl was left In tbe house alone. 6 be 
went up to her room and lit the gas, 
and, It Is supposed, fell asleep In a chair 
while reading. The gas cupplled to the 
bouse goes through a quarter meter, and 
It Is assumed that the meter was ex¬ 
hausted wniie the girl slept. Wtieu the 
Terbune family returned they had to put 
a quarter tn tDe meter In order to obtain 
light, aud the gas escaped through the 
open jet la the gtrl'e room It waa 
nearly eight In the morning when Mrs 
Terbune went to the gill's room to find 
out why she did not come down stairs 
Mrs. TerUune found the door locked and 
smelled gas. She called her husband, 
who broke opeD tbe door, and found tbe 
girl's body 00 the floor. The police were 
at once ootlfled and the couDty physi¬ 
cian sent for. The girl's only known 
relative le a brother, a coal miner to 
Scarborough, West Virginia, sod a tele¬ 
gram was sent to him by Chief Oollloe 
informing him of hie sister's death. In 
case no word le received from him the 
Polish young women of St. Valentine’s 
Cburoh will attend to the burial of the 
girl.
